Benjamin H. Snell this morning by pro- 
ducing and plaging upon the gtand va- 
rious witnesses to corroborate the asser- 
tions made by Assistant District Attor- 
ney Ashley Gould in his statement to the

Macon, Ga., January 22.—There was @ 
double and almost a triple tragedy this 
afternoon about half-past 2 o'clock on 
Fourth street, nearly in front of the 
union passenger depot. Two negroes— 
James Harty Butler and Armistead Smith 
=—were shot and instantly killed: Mr. 
D. Felman was seriously, but perhaps 
not fatally wounded, and Mr. John Reid 
slightly wounded. During the disturb- 
ance some ten or twelve pistol shots were 
fred in the open street, and the affair 
ereated great excitement and attracted a 
yast concourse of people to the scene of 
blood and death. 

A desperate and notorious North Caro- 
lina negro, 
about thirty years old, was the sole cause 
and instigator of the trouble; and’ it cost 
him his life after he had deliberately 
killed Armistead Smith and wounded Mr. 
Felman and fired at several other per- 
eons. na ig 

Butler came to Georgia from North 
Carolina about elght years ago and has 
been engaged in various parts of the 
state cutting timber and boxing turpen- 
tine. He was located last year at Pine- 
hurst, but recently has been in Houston 
county. This morning he arrived from 
Byron with his wife, Lena Butler, and 
two young children en route to Ozark, 
Ala., where he expected to work on a 
turpentine farm. On arriving in Macon 
he took his wife and children to a negro 
boarding house on Plum street in the 
rear of the Brown house. 

This afternoon shortly after 2 o'clock 
he met a negro woman named Nicy 
Odom, or Battle, whom he had known 
at Pinehurst, in front of the union depot 
and he wanted her to go somewhere 
with him, but she was not inclined to go 
and he drew a Smith & Wesson 44-caliber 
pistol, and pointing it at her, said he 
would kill her if she attempted to leave 
him. She commenced calling for the po- 
lice and ran rapidly away. Policeman 
Pearce heard her cries and hastened to 
the scene. When he appeared Butler ran

He then 
fan across Plum street toward Shinhol- 
ser’'s corner, and on reaching the front 
of Shinholser’s saloon he sawan old and

at him. the bal] entering the heart. Smith 
staecered backwards a few steps and 
fell dead on the floor within the doorway 
of Shinholser’s saloon. 

Butler continued to run along the side- 
walk on Foruth street toward Pine and 
Presently be—met Mr. D. Felman, an 
umbrella mender, and fired at him, the 
ball pass through the side of his body. 

Butler continued to run up the sidewalk 
firing indiscriminately as he ran, Police- 
men Pearce and Herndon were closing in 
fast on Butler, and when Butler reacheW 
Henry Hammond's saloon he retraced his 
steps and ran down ‘the sidewalk. Seven 
Persons commerced firing at Butler and 
he drapped dead on the sidewalk in front 
of the store of Charles B. Moore, shot 
through the heart and mouth. He fell 
Upon his face and held clutched in his 
right hand ithe jarge pistol with which he 
had done such deadly work. He had shot 
the pisto! six times, every chamber be- 
ing exhausted. Around his waist was a 
Cartridge belt, and in his pocket were 
Bix loaded 44 caliber cartridges. This in- 
dicates the desperate and murderous 
character of the: negro, and shows that 
he did not intend to be captured alive 
Whenever he got into a shooting affair. 

The two dead negroes lay within thir- 
ty feet of each others, and Mr. Felman, 
badly wounded, was not over fifteen feet 
from them. Both negroes were lying in 
2 pool of blaod. 

It is not known who fired the bullets 
that killed Butler. 

The bodies of Butler and Smith were 
taken in a police wagon to Undertaker 
Keating’s to await the coroner's inquest.

_ A jury was secured this afternoon as 
| follows, out of a panel of forty-eight: J. 
W. Pittman, T. J. Newman, J. L. Baugh, 
Wash B. Moore, Joe E. Wilson. Reuben 
M. Harrison, I, F. Diincan, Robert N. 
Majors, Noah Pirkle, H. F. Walker, John 
H. Bowers, Robert C. Wilson. As soon 
as a jury was secured the introduction 
of testimony began. '° 

Undertaker Dorsey was first put on the 
stand. He testifled as to the number and 
nature of the ‘wounds received in the body 


of Si Smith which resulted tn his death; 
he 


also as to the removal! of his body from 
the jail, where he was killed. to the un- 
dertaker’s, where the coroner’s inquest 
was held. 

Taylor Hamilton was next put on the 
stand, and his testimony was in the na- 
ture of the confession he made soon after 
‘his arrest, he reciting no further inct- 
dents or relating no new facts or state- 
ments connected therewith. He told his 
Story in a labored way and answered 
questions with much hesitation, his mind 
appearing to be quite clouded to the al- 
leged facts of his connection with the 
tragedy. He stated that Tom Bryson 
Came to ‘his home near Maysville on the 
day preceding the lynching and made the 
statement that there was to be a lynching 
in Gainesville that night in which some 
600 or 700 people would participate. He 
swore he was offered $10 by Bryson to 
come to Gainesville to take part in the 
affair; that they left Maysville Jate that 
afternoon on the train for Lula: that the 
Southern train was late and the party 
‘went to Bellton, ‘bought some whisky at 
Lipscomb's bar, walked back to Lula, 
boarded the train and came on to Gaines- 
vile. Upon! reaching here they came up 
town in Evans’s bus, got supper at a res- 
taurant, was introduced to other parties 
who were in the mob; that they all went 
to the jail, he being between two masked 
men and they alleging that they were offi- 
cers from Gilmer county, with a prisonés 
whom they wanted to lodge in. jail; that 
Sheriff Mundy came to the door and after 
being told what was ‘wanted went and 
put on his pants, got a light and led the 
Way upstairs to the cells: that as he 
opened the door and the inen all rushed 
in and that he (Hamilton) fled down stairs 
and got out of the way. He swore he 
heard shots in the jail immediately after 
he came down and that al) the pe@rties 
soon rushed out and all went away from 
the jail: that he was handed a $20 goid 
piece; and he lit out for his home at 
Maysville, arriving there about sunrise. 
This was in substance the statement he 
made.

A Parody on Law. 

The first reflection which must have 
come to every man who read the story 
of Flanagan’s latest attempt at esca]®™ 
must be the parody on law which his 
case suggests. 

Here is a man who held foul designs 
upon a half-grown child in one of our 
humble homes, finding his purpose di- 


vined by older members of the family, | 


who was intelligent enough to wreak 
vengeance by double murder, and then 
to take care of himself in eluding the 
indignant neighbors who would have 
made short shrift of him. Brought to 
trial, he was intelligent enough and 
acute enough to wnderstand the part 


-he had to play, and to give to his at- 


torneys the aid which was necessary 
in prosecuting his casé. His victims 
lay dead in the churchyard, the mura 
derer stood arraigned at the bar of 
the court, and by the use of technical 
pleas and legal quibbling was enabled 
to play from court to court up to the 
highest and back again. During all 
this time there was not a man before 
whom he was brought but knew that 
two dead bodies lay out in the grave- 
yard—that the murderer was the man 
answering to the charge, and that the 


only question to be arrived at was the 


judicial determination of that fact. 
Yet the temptation to “play law,” to 
study out litigious problems, was so 
great that in looking after theories the 
murderer has escaped, and now lies in 
DeKalb county jail defying law, laugh- 
ing at the victims of his malevolence 
and cute. enough whenever he attempts 
to escape, to hide himself behind infant 
children, or to arm himself sufficiently 
for self-protection. Still we must be 


told that his mind is not equal to that | 


of a Byron or of a Gladstone. Be- 
cause he falls short fn the mental equip- 
ment which belongs to the very high- 
est of the race, he is to be regardeq as 
a pet of justice, and 
people are forced to ask of what effect 
is the law, since it can be defied in 
this persistent and time-annoying man- 
ner? 

It is true that we must have law 
in order tto have order; that the two 
Whenever, 
in isolated communities, or in more 
thickly populated ones, for that mat- 
ter, a peculiarly atrocious crime is 
committed, it is important that the 
people should have some assurance 
that the law will be effective. In 


theory it may be very true that once | 


an offender is in the hands of tthe law, 
the people should become merely im- 
personal; that they should have in the 
matter no more feeling than a rock 
receives through the passage over it of 
water. This is a very high, an ideal- 
istic frame of mind, which, it is to be 


feared, can be reached by very few | 


people. Somehow or other they will 
insist that they have a right not only 


to know that the criminal is in the | 


hands of the law, but that he is actual- 
ly punished for the crime which he hag 
committed. The feelings which have 
been outraged by an unhallowed as- 
Sault are entitled 'to such comfort ana 
to such satisfaction as may come from 
& knowiedge of the fact Ithat the pen- 
alty has been paid. 

It is useless to theorize and claim 
that people should become superhu- 
man. ‘They are human, and will re- 
main so, and in order to give them 
confidence in the law, the law must be 
effective in punishing criminais. Sup- 
pose such another crime as that for 
which Flanagan is now confined in De- 
Kalb county jail were committed to- 
night, with what grace could even the 
governor himself appeal to the indig- 
nant masses for the supremacy of the 
law? The result simply comes to 
this, that the real law-breakers are 
the men who dull its edge in the per- 
formance of it, and who. on quibbles 
and equivocations, get off on Side is- 
sues instead of tracking the main qu&s- 
tion.

The Philadelphia Press, referring to 
the present prosperity of the New Eng- 
land cotton mills contrasts it with the

panic of 1893. At that time, it says, 
“mills were moving south by the

> | score, and hundreds of new mills were 


being erected in the latter neighbor- 
hood also.’ The reasons for “the 
'tranferenceof an important industry” 
were “cheap southern labor and the 
nearness of the cotton fields.” This 
|/movement, The Press says, ‘was aided 
also by the Grover Cleveland soup- 
house tariff, which compelled manu- 
| facturing on the cheapest scale, or not 
| at all,” 

The Constitution will hardly be ac- 
cused of championing Grover Cleve- 
land under any circumstances, but we 
must protest against the injustice with 
which The Philadelphia Press treats 
‘him. Mr. Cleveland was no more re- 
sponsible for the tariff law enacted in 
| 1894 than the man in the moon. The 
Measure that he and Mr. Carlisle were 
responsible for was known as the Wil- 
(son tariff bill, It was utterly un- 
democratic. The platform of 1892 
| pledged the party to a revenue tariff 
-a tariff, that ds to say, whicn would 
'supply the government with an ade- 
'quate source of revenue. 
'which was dictated to the ways ana 
means committee by the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, instead of supplying rev- 
enue, would have created a deficiency 
of $40,000,000 a year, and this defi- 
ciency was provided for in the in- 
come tax law, which the supreme 
‘court, after a good deal of shuffling 
and chicanery, decided to be uncon- 
'stitutional. 
The Wiison bill passed the house, 
but when it reached the senate, the 
_protectionists took charge of it, and 
produced in its place a measure which 
-Mr. Cleveland denounced as perfidious 
and dishonorabie. Considering all the 
circumstances of recent politica) his- 
tory, We should think that a republic- 
an organ would find it an easy matter 
to do justice to Grover Cleveland. 

But there is another fact witn which 
the editor of a republican newspaper 
should be familiar, namely, that the 
cotton schedule of the Gorman tariff 
_law was prepared by the manufactur- 
| ers of New England, was presented by 
Senator Aldrich, of Rhode Island, and 
was adopted in its entirety, without a 
single blot or erasure. If these man- 
ufacturers were not fully protected un- 
| der that tariff, it was their own fault. 

The truth is that their troubles had 
no connection whatever with the tar- 
iff law, as they very well knew. The 
people had no money to duy cotton 
'fabrics, and prices went down in the 
,absence of a demand. The low price 
| of cotton and the low price of wheat 


| went with the general depression, and 


| cotton goods hit the bottom. The 
trouble with the mills was not that 
| the price of their products was so low, 
| but that there was no demand for their 
' goods even at the low prices. 

_ But if the Gorman-Wilson tariff was 
‘responsible for the growth of the cot- 
ton industry in the south, what is to 
_be said of the celebrated Dingley meas- 
ure? Since it has been in operation 
there have been more New England 
cotton miMs duplicated in the south 
than during the whole previous his- 
tory of the country. ‘Taking a larger 
view of iit, there have been more new 
mills built during the past three years 
than during any previous three years: 
there have been more &pindles and 
looms put in operation, more capital 
invested in the cotton manufacturing 
| industry, and more new mills planned 
| for since 1894 than during any corre- 
| Sponding period in the history of the 
| south, 

And the Gorman-Wilson tariff hag 
had just as much influence on this 
movement as the Dingley/ law, and 
that influence in both cases is zero—~ 
less than nothing. What opened the 
eyes of investors and capitalists to the 
possibilities of cotton manufacturing 
in the south was the fact that during 
the hard times, when the northern 
mills were running half time, and giv- 
'ing their operaltives long summer va- 
cations, and reducing wages right ana 
left, the southern mills went rignt 
ahead, as though nothing had hap- 
pened, some of them working two sets 
of operatives, and all of them paying 
good dividends. One southern mifil 
manager who needed a sum of ready 
money couldn’t borrow it*‘at the banks. 
When this fact became known to his 
operatives, they raised the money 
among themselves in an hour and tid- 
ed ‘the mill over a temporary difficul- 
ty. This speaks volumes for “low 
southern wages.” This, however, 
has nothing to do with the main fact, 
save as it throws light on the situation. 

When investors and northern mil] 
men saw the southern mills running 
and paying good dividends during a 
period of extraordinary depression, the 
fact led their minds to this inevitable 
conclusion: If the conditions are so 
favorable that southern mills can pur- 
sue the even tenor of their way In the 
midst of an appalling panic, they will 
surely be able to pay remarkable divi- 
dends during a period of comparative 
prosperity. 

As the conclusion was inevitable, so 
is the result. During the past seven 
years the (increase in the number of 
American spindles and looms is all to 
| be credited to the south, and that in- 
crease has been something wonderful. 
Another period of depression, when- 
ever it comes, will simply emphasize 
the immense advantages of the south 
as the site of cotton mills.

They reported a severe damage to 
cotton In the valleys, but considered the loss 
balanced by the increase on highland caused 
by the rains. 

Any one who knew anything at all knew that 
the damage to the crop in the valleys was ten- 
fold greater than the advantage given the 
upland crop by the rains. 

Now is the time if the farmer would strike.

The Fertilizer Question. 


Editor Constitution—The Greenwood county 
farmers are in earnest about their fight on the 
fertilizer trust. Several hundred met here to- 
day in mass meeting to take some action in 
regard to what fertilizers should be used dur- 
ing the coming year. Several weeks ago the 
Greenwood County Farmers’ Alliance met here 
and decided to pass resolutions to fight the 
trust or combine by not using any fertilizers 
till the price came down. The meeting here 
today was in response to a call for a general 
mass meeting of the citizens of the county to 
come together to see what could be done. Ths 
following resolutions were presented by Sena- 
tor Gaines and were unanimously adopted. 
President J. R, Blake, Jr., of the State Far- 
mers’ Alliance, was present and addressed the 
meeting indorsing the resolutions, which are as 
adopted: 

‘'Whereas, the prices of fertilizers are being 
advanced arbitrarily through the influence of 
a trust and to an extent not justified by com- 
mercial conditions; 

‘Resolved first, That we,.the farmers of 
Greenwood county, South Carolina, hereby ap- 
peal to the farmers of the state and cotton 
states to hold meetings at their respective 
courthouses on the first Monday in February, 
and that they pledge themse:ves not to pur- 
chase fertilizers at an advance exceeding 10 
per cent over last year’s prices,

George Harmon, colored, was sentenced 
by Judge John S. Candler yesterday to 
serve elght years for choking Miss Sadie 
Lycett and ajding another negro to snatch 
the young lady’s purse. He pleaded not 
guilty, but a jury in the criminal branch 
of the Fulton superior court decided that 
he was guilty and returned a verdict to 
that effect. 

The deed for which Harmon was sen- 
tenced occurred two days before Christ- 
mas, The young lady was walking along 
the street near the Baltimore block when 
two negro men emerged from one of the 
numerous alleys. Harmon caught her by 
the throat to stifle her cries, while the 
other man snatched her purse, which she 
carried in her hand, and made off with 
{t. He has never been apprehended. 

The police department was notified and 
at once began the search for the two 
Harmon was caught the next morn- 
ing and taken to jail. Miss Lycett pos- 
itively identified him as the one who 
choked her, and it was upon her evidence 
that he was found guilty. 

Harmon is said to have an unenviable 
criminal record and was the last man 
to be sentenced by the late Judge Richard 
Clark, when that lamented presiding of- 
ficer occupied the bench. It is said Har- 
mon was sentenced in 1893 to serve twelve 
months, and the succeediNg year was 
sentenced to serve for another offense. 
On the 16th of December, 1895, he appeared 
before Judge Clark and was sentenced to 
serve four years in the penitentiary. Upon 
his release he again laid himself Hable 
under the law. 

Harmon’s sentence was the longest giv- 
en any prisoner yesterday during the 
session of the criminal superior court. 

Twenty-One® Cases Disposed Of. 

The criminal court did a record-break- 
ing business yesterday, and. twenty-one 
jail cases were disposed of during the 
session, which lasted from 8:45 o’clock 
in the morning until 5:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon.
